France. 
M. JULES PAVR2's SUCCESSOR. 
[Journal des Debats, Paris. } 

The Liberal Press of all shades of opinion 
is pleased to see the portfolio of Foreign 
Affairs in the hands of M. de Remusat ; bat 
the Clerical and Legitimjist organs are not 
satisfied; or at least do not appear to be so 
They protest generally by their silence, as 
they do nothing but copy in their columns the 
degree of nomination published by the Journal 
Oficial. There are, however, two of these 
organs, the Union and the Gazette de France, 
which veature upon comments in a somewbat 
harsh tone. The Union ‘reminds those who 
may bave forgotten it, and informs those who 
never knew it, that M. de Remusat made a 
very lively opposition to the Government of 
the Restoration. That is'a very old sin, and 
we doubt its giving very much offence to the 
present generation. Perhaps this is a proper 
occasion for the proclamation of an amnesty; 
and, besides, might oe remotes be fairly 
invoked? The Gazette de France asserts that 
M. de Remusat is not agreeable to the majority 
We think the Gazette is mistaken ; else whut 
must be thought of the temperament of an 
Assembly ‘which could not put up witb the 
moderate Liberalism of M. de Remusat? The 
tratn is, that the new Mioister for Foreign 
Affairs shares the political ideas of M. Thiers 
on many points, and particularly on the 
Roman Question. He does not wish any 
more than the Head of the Executive does, 
and than his predecessor, M. Jules Favre did, 
to undertake a war in fevor of the Temporal 
Power ; finally, it is not said that Se professes 
an unbounded admiration forthe Compte de 
Chambord’s manifesto. This is more than 
enough toexplain the dissatisfaction of the 
Legitimist and Ultramontane journals.

Noone 
will be better able to comment upea the 
speeches of M. Thiers, and to acknowledge 
that the paaete is right unless it is wrong, 
and that Italy is wrong unless she is right. 
If it i@ intended to accredit two Ambassadors 
to Rome—one to Pius IX. and the other to 
Victor Emmanvel—no one will be more quali- 
fied than M. de Remusat to draw up instrac- 
tions feebly contradictory. We may be sure 
that in bis investigations be will not venture 
to approach the Roman Question. He will 
keep himself at a respectful distance, seeing 
only through the grey mists of his rhetoric 
the distant splendor of that Pontifical Majesty 
imprisoned oy the iavader. He is one of 
those who never come near anything, either 
true or false, good or bad—who neither seize 
the assassin nor deliver the victim. It is a 
new sorrow and an additional disgrace to see 
this character of useless times turn up again 
on such @ grave occasion. If our sword is too 
short to reach the enemies of Pius IX., at 
least langu remainefl at, our command as 
& last sword of justice. This last resource 
now fails us—this hope is taken away from us. 
It is finished ; let us acknowledge it with 
tears and mourning! Yes, it is finished ; 
France will not speak. ‘‘ They have mouths, 
and speak not.” When a word of light aud 
flame ought to travel through the air from 
Paris to Rome and disturb in their triumph 
the wretches who waited for our disasters in 
order to insult all Christendom in the person 
of France, the tongue of France is entrusted 
not to & dumb man—tbat would be more 
bonest—bat to a stammerer, whose inatticu- 
late half-words wil! result in making us the 
laughing-stock of Europe.
